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Fury over car parking charges move for Sandwell Valley 

FEES DUBBED TAX 
ON USING PARK

COUNCIL bosses have been 
accused of taxing people for 
going to the park after a deci¬ 
sion to introduce car parking 
charges at Sandwell Valley at¬ 
tracted a public backlash. 

Sandwell Council has come under 
fire after introducing charges at the 
country park for the first time and is 
facing calls to reverse its decision. 

Around 80 people have signed a petition 
over the last week launched by a campaign 
group which is calling for the new charges to 
be scrapped. They believe they could lead to a 
drop in people visiting the West Bromwich at¬ 
traction. 

Parking has always been free at the coun¬ 
try park but visitors will now find themselves 
paying from 40p for an hour to £2 if they stay 
for more than four hours. Around 200,000 cars 
park at the site each year. 

Council chiefs said the change was necessary 
to ensure funds could be generated for the up¬ 
keep of the site and new attractions including 
a paintball activity centre and outdoor cinema 
as cash would otherwise have to be used from 
existing budgets that are already stretched due 
to Government cuts. 

Changes 

The move is expected to make £200,000 a 
year but the council insists the money will be 
used only for the maintenance of the park. 

Under the changes, people will now have to 
pay to park at Dartmouth Park, Swan Pool, 
Forge Mill Lake and Lloyd Street as well as 
the country farm. Visitors will be charged 40p 
for an hour, 80p for two hours, £1.20 for three 
hours and £1.60 for four hours. Anything above 
four hours will cost £2. The charges will apply 
between 9am and 6pm. Parking after 6pm will 
be free. 

Karl Hawkes, aged 43, from the Sandwell 
Valley campaign group, who has used the park 
since he was a child, said: “It is a park where 
people come to walk their dogs, jog and ride 
their bikes. It was a park that was created for 
the people - and you can only get there by car. 
This is not a car park tax, it’s a tax on coming 
to the park. 

“The council is always talking about trying 
to get people walking and now they are taxing 
people who are trying to be more healthy.” 

Public pressure previously led to plans for 
parking charges at the country park to be 
scrapped last year and Mr Hawkes, who lives 
in Great Barr, is hopeful the same can happen 
again. 


OPERATION DREAM EDGES CLOSER FOR LEAH

A YOUNG girl born three months early with 
a specific form of cerebral palsy is edging clos¬ 
er to her dream operation following a number 
of kind donations. 

Suffering with spastic diplegia, six-year-old 
Leah Davy from Dudley has never been able 
to walk without help, as her leg muscles are 
tight which leave her unable to put her feet 
flat on the floor. 

But after being told by the NHS two years 
ago she needs a life-changing operation which 
would cost £35,000, her family launched an 
appeal to raise the money and are now up to 


nearly £25,000. The money has been raised 
through events, charity days and the sheer 
kindness and generosity of local people who 
have heard her story. The youngster attends 
Springfield Primary School, in Rowley Regis. 
She currently uses a Kaye walker, a type of 
zimmer frame, to get around. 

Leah’s mum, Katherine, aged 29, was con¬ 
tacted by a worker from The Dog pub, on the 
Hagley Road in Warley, who donated around 
£400 along with one of the regulars, Peter 
Elliot, who made the donation up to £1,000. 

Katherine said: “We have just been so 


overwhelmed by the support and compassion 
shown by everybody since we started the ap¬ 
peal over two years ago. 

“It’s been brilliant and places my faith back 
in humanity. The day is getting closer to see¬ 
ing my Leah walk normally with a smile on 
her face. She’s such a happy and energetic 
girl but does get really sad when she can’t do 
normal things like run around and play with 
her friends, she understands she’s got poorly 
legs.”

150 ex-Caparo staff 
turn up at jobs event 

MORE than 150 people who lost their jobs 
after Caparo shut three Black Country 
plants turned up for a two-day job fair. 

The event at Sandwell Council House in 
Oldbury came two weeks after 323 work¬ 
ers were laid off from Caparo sites in the 
region. Caparo Atlas Fastening in Darlas- 
ton, Caparo Forging Europe in Dudley and 
Fairbridge Wire in West Bromwich were 
closed with immediate effect. 

The jobs fair was jointly organised by 
Sandwell Council along with Job Centre 
Plus Black Country and Walsall Council. 

FINANCES 

Council on track 
to meet targets 

FINANCE bosses at Sandwell Council 
believe they are on track to meet their 
target on how much council tax is col¬ 
lected during this financial year. The 
authority had received 57.46 per cent 
of the total amount it will be owed dur¬ 
ing 2015/16 as of September. 

Many local authorities have suffered 
difficulties in recouping tax that is owed 
from both residents and businesses. In 
June, it was revealed that Sandwell 
Council was owed £2.2 million in un¬ 
paid council tax from 2014/15.

Vandalised toilets 
block demolished 

A VANDALISED toilet block in Bearwood 
that has sat in disrepair for the past few 
years has been demolished to make way 
for new facilities. 

It comes as part of the town centre re¬ 
vamp which officials hope will boost the 
town alongside the rejuvenated project to 
restore Lightwoods House and Park. 

Abbey Ward councillor, Ann Jaron, sup¬ 
ported the demolition and was present as 
bulldozers arrived on Friday. She classed 
the block as being ‘completely wrecked’ 
by the last set of vandals, saying that the 
demolition would enable the area to be 
landscaped and a ‘superloo’ installed.

A GROUP of construction stu¬ 
dents at Sandwell College are be¬ 
ing helped onto the career ladder 
by Sandwell Council. 

Thirteen carpentry and paint¬ 
ing and decorating students have 
been offered work experience 
placements by Sandwell Council 
managers, who have significant 
industry links in the construction 
trade. The students will now go on 
to work with local employers. 

They are being invited to an 
information session on practi¬ 
calities of work, including travel 


logistics, employers’ expectations 
and hours of work. 

They will later have inter¬ 
views with interested companies 
who are already signed up to the 
scheme. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration and economic 
development, said: “It’s vital we 
do all we can to give our young 
people the first step on the career 
ladder.

working on building projects in 
Sandwell.” 

Ann Sheridan, Sandwell Col¬ 
lege’s director of quality, student 
studies and innovation, said: “We 
rely on high quality work experi¬ 
ence placements for our students 
to experience real-life profes¬ 
sional environments and develop 
their employability skills, and our 
partnership with Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil and the Think Sandwell team 
gives us the opportunity to do just 
that.” 


Pals battled in vain to 
save canal crash driver 


A FATHER-OF-TWO died after 
he lost control of his car and 
plunged more than 30ft into a 
canal, with his brain starved of 
oxygen for almost 15 minutes as 
his friends desperately tried to 
rescue him. 

Dean Strong, from Bradley, Bilston, 
was driving above the 30mph speed 
limit on the Black Country New Road 
in Moxley when he swerved to avoid 
two stationary cars, lost control on a 
tight left bend and smashed into the 
crash barrier. 

His car then hipped over before plunging 
32ft into Walsall Canal and landing on its 
roof. The 31-year-old was being followed 
in another car by two of his friends who 
rushed into the water. 

The inquest heard his friends were 
panicking because they struggled to find 
the driver’s side of the car. The tragedy 
happened on October 8 near the Aldi su¬ 
permarket. The inquest heard Mr Strong, 
who was driving a black Volkswagen Golf, 
swerved to avoid the stationary cars at a 
red light, with CCTV footage showing he 
was driving over the 30mph limit. 

Oxygen 

Sgt Paul Hughes, the investigating of¬ 
ficer for West Midlands Police, said: “He 
failed to negotiate the tight sweeping left 
and the car breached the crash barrier and 
tumbled down into the canal.” 

Manel Mangalika, New Cross Hospital 
pathologist, ruled that Mr Strong had not 
drowned but died because his brain had 
been starved of oxygen for too long. 

He was pronounced dead at Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hosptial. 

At Smethwick Council House on Mon¬ 
day, Black Country coroner Zafar Saddique 
recorded a verdict of death due to a road 
traffic collision due to driver error. 

Mr Strong’s partner, Stephanie, added: 
“He was amazing, he would do anything for 
anybody, he was a very selfless person. He 
was always there and he loved his kids.” 

Darlaston councillors Paul and Chris 
Bott are campaigning to get extra safety 
measures on the busy stretch of road. 

But Sgt Hughes said: “The junction has 
been checked and it complies with the re¬ 
quirements.”

Arena all set to spring into action 


A NEW trampoline arena will 
be opening in Oldbury, creating 
around 20 jobs, under new plans. 

Flip Out, which runs several 
sites across the country, wants to 
convert a disused warehouse on 
Churchbridge into an activity and 
play centre. The large indoor arena 
would be used for children’s par¬ 
ties but also as a fitness centre for 
adults and teenagers. 

The application has been lodged 


with Sandwell Council, with mem¬ 
bers of the planning committee 
expected to make a decision in the 
coming weeks. 

Flip Out is seeking to take over 
a warehouse unit on the Church- 
bridge Industrial Estate and is 
expected to advertise for reception¬ 
ists, bar and cafe staff, floor man¬ 
agers and party hosts should it be 
given the nod by councillors. 

Existing centres feature giant 


trampolining areas with dozens of 
linked trampolines and safety mats 
as well as foam pits, half pipes and 
wall running areas. A reception 
and cafe would also be part of the 
Oldbury arena, while seating for 
parents would also run around the 
trampolining area. 

Flip Out said it would only need 
to make slight changes to the build¬ 
ing to convert it into the activity 


Taxpayers 
are told to 
come clean 
on discounts 

HOUSEHOLDS in Sandwell are be¬ 
ing urged to tell the council if they are 
claiming council tax discounts they are 
not entitled to. 

Sandwell Council awards a 25 per cent 
council tax discount to more than 45,000 
households with only one adult. In the 
last financial year, more than £15m was 
awarded in discounts. The council will 
shortly be comparing its council tax in¬ 
formation with other databases to iden¬ 
tify cases where more than one adult is 
living at an address and a discount is 
still being claimed. 

Councillor Steve Eling, the coun¬ 
cil’s deputy leader, said: “We believe 
most council tax discounts are claimed 
honestly and legitimately, but we know 
there are times where a household’s cir¬ 
cumstances change and people forget 
to tell us their eligibility to a discount 
should be ended. 

“However, it is a statutory require¬ 
ment for council taxpayers to tell us 
within 28 days. If you receive a discount 
you think you should not receive, this 
is your final chance to tell us, before we 
contact you.” 

Cllr Eling added: “As the council tax 
scheme is a form of tax, we are obliged 
to amend any records we find to be in¬ 
correct, back to the date of the change.” 

Anyone who receives a single occupier 
discount must inform the council of any 
changes that may affect their discount.

Elderly urged 
to think about 
legal matters 

A FIRM of solicitors in Sandwell is urg¬ 
ing more elderly people to take charge of 
important decisions by ensuring a last¬ 
ing power of attorney (LPA) is in place. 

It follows research that shows 78 per 
cent of people in the region would want 
their loved ones to make important deci¬ 
sions on housing, assets and care. 

However, 87 per cent have no control 
about later-life decisions, according to 
the SFE (Solicitors for the Elderly) re¬ 
port, and without an LPA, their affairs 
can fall into the hands of third party 
solicitors, social workers, doctors or the 
British courts. 

Helen Jolly at Baches Solicitors in 
West Bromwich said: “Do not leave it 
until it is too late to put an LPA in place. 
Decide now who you trust to look after 
you and your affairs in later life and put 
the right documents in place now. 

“Otherwise your family and friends 
will be looking at a lengthy and costly 
process to sort it all out when you have 
lost capacity, and worse still, it won’t be 
you deciding who is to act for you.”

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Crackdown 
on crime as 
part of six 
week focus 

A CRACKDOWN on litter, cold call¬ 
ers, illegal parking and cigarette and 
tobacco raids were carried out during 
the first two weeks of Sandwell’s Saf¬ 
er 6 campaign. 

The annual campaign that ran 
across the borough from Septem¬ 
ber 28 to November 8 saw each of 
Sandwell’s six towns have a special 
focus week. 

During the second week of Safer 6, 
sniffer dogs helped trading standards 
officers to uncover large quantities of 
cigarettes and tobacco on three raids 
on shops in the Smethwick area. 

Officers found 27,100 cigarettes and 
278.5kg of hand-rolling tobacco with a 
retail worth in excess of £22,000. 

Firefighters also carried out 73 
home safety checks during the week 
and visited two firework retailers to 
offer advice and guidance. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “It’s great to see how so 
many different organisations, includ¬ 
ing voluntary groups, have joined to¬ 
gether for this autumn’s campaign. I 
thank everyone for their efforts.” 

Working alongside local organi¬ 
sations and councillors, the scheme 
aimed to provide extra reassurance 
during the darker nights, fireworks 
and bonfire season - a time when 
crime and anti-social behaviour can 
often rise. 

Councillors, council neighbour¬ 
hoods officers and police carried out 
walkabouts and safety initiatives 
across the four Rowley Regis wards, 
to talk to residents and respond to any 
concerns.

A 32-TON truck is visiting the Black 
Country as part of a government cam¬ 
paign to encourage businesses to sell 
their goods and services overseas. 

The mobile export hub is coming to 
help launch Exporting is Great, a five- 
year campaign that aims to support 
100,000 new British exporters in sell¬ 
ing their goods and services abroad by 
2020 in the area. 

It will be at The Hawthorns, home 
of West Bromwich Albion, tomorrow, 
Friday, from 11am to 2pm offering 
local companies the chance to drop in 
and receive initial advice and support 


from UK Trade and Investment ex¬ 
perts, as well as the chance to speak 
to businesses that already have taken 
the plunge and are enjoying success 
overseas. 

The truck was in Gateshead on No¬ 
vember 9 when Lord Francis Maude 
launched Export Week and its arrival 
in West Bromwich follows UKTI’s 
week of events across the region to 
build contacts in new markets and 
boost export sales. 

Over the past three years, 480 busi¬ 
nesses in the Black Country have re¬ 
ceived help and support from UKTI, 


and won a reported £480 million in 
overseas sales. Black Country-based 
London Screw Company, is just one 
that has broadened its horizons, with 
the help of UKTI. 

Richard Spence, managing director 
of the Halesowen company, said: “In 
the last 145 years we have steadily 
and reliably focused on serving the 
UK’s fastener distributor customers 
with good quality product. Exporting 
was not of interest, too complicated, 
too far away, too much a financial 
risk, too much paperwork and too 
many communication problems.” 


Nine-month delay for 
new police cell block 


A SUITE of police cell blocks be¬ 
ing built in Oldbury will open nine 
months later than expected after 
the project was hit by delays. 

Willmott Dixon was given a £20 million 
contract by West Midlands Police to build 
the 60-cell block in Bromford Lane, Old¬ 
bury. 

A similar facility is also being built in Hol- 
ford Drive, Perry Barr, as part of the deal. 

Police chiefs told how the scheme had been 
hit by delays, during a police meeting earlier 
this month. 

But now the force has confirmed the Oldbury 
suite will not open until March, landing the de¬ 
veloper with a £800,000 bill over the delays. 

West Midlands Police said Willmott Dixon 
confirmed the force can expect the keys to the 
two new suites at the start of January. 

But both facility’s will still need to be fitted 
out with their own equipment, fixtures and 
furniture. 

Oldbury Custody suite was due to open in 
the summer and the delay means it will be fin¬ 
ished nine months later than expected. 

Damages 

The Perry Barr suite was due to be completed 
by November. The force say it is now delays 
mean it will be two months behind schedule. 

The force expects to recover delay damages 
against construction company Willmott Dixon 
for both builds in the region of £800,000. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Cann said: 
“While we are not impacted operationally due 
to this we are of course hugely disappointed 
that both builds have been affected by delays 
- Oldbury more so than Perry Barr. 

“These are two huge new builds and we are 
continuing to work with the contractors to 
minimise any further delays and are planning 
for a March opening for both.” 

Willmott and Dixon spokesman Andy Geld- 
ard said the delays were ‘mainly down to sup¬ 
ply chain issues’. 

“We are working closely with the client to get 
both custody suites completed in due course,” 
he added. 

The Oldbury custody block was being built 
featuring holding rooms, interview rooms, con¬ 
sultation rooms, places for evidence gathering 
and offices. Police chiefs previously said they 
could also work with other Midland forces to 
pool resources under plans that could see out¬ 
dated cells at police stations close. 


£450,000 windfall for centre

based in Freeth Street, Oldbury, 
will now use the money to expand 
its successful Hands on Project, 
which provides volunteering op¬ 
portunities for people with mental 
health conditions and those with 
physical and learning disabilities 
in Sandwell, for another five years. 


The centre has been supporting 
the area for over 20 years and dur¬ 
ing this time have found suitable 
placements for volunteers, sup¬ 
ported placement organisations in 
both the voluntary and statutory 
sectors and ran specialised pro¬ 
jects which have supported volun¬ 
teers with specific needs. 

Jean Taylor Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer said: “We are delighted to be 
awarded this funding. Our aim is 
to improve the mental wellbeing of 
individuals through education and 
training opportunities to develop 


their skills to open up new em¬ 
ployment opportunities and their 
wider development. 

“The funding of £453,000 really 
has made our year. I can’t tell you 
how thrilled we are here. 

“We will help local people gain 
employment and we are working 
closely with the NHS to support 
people with mental health prob¬ 
lems and learning difficulties. 
Here at the centre we do our very 
best to inspire the development 
of volunteering opportunities and 
bring benefits to the community.”

A FORMER pharmacy in Oldbury will 
become home to a micro bar, under 
plans creating jobs. 

Oldbury Pharmacy, in Causeway 
Green Road, will be converted into a 
licensed bar. The premises has been 
left empty since last year. 

Oldbury-based developer, B68 Lim¬ 
ited, is behind the application. Plans 
show that a beer garden will be in¬ 
cluded on the back of the property. 

Four part time jobs would be cre¬ 
ated at the site. A decision over grant¬ 
ing planning permission will be taken 
in the coming weeks. 

Death of cyclist 
after collision 

A CYCLIST has died after a crash 
in Birmingham. It happened on Gil- 
hurst Road, Harborne at around 
6.45pm on Wednesday. Ambulance 
service spokesman John Hawker said: 
“Crews arrived to find a car and a cy¬ 
clist that had been in a significant col¬ 
lision. The man riding the bicycle was 
in traumatic cardiac arrest and CPR 
was being carried out by passers-by. 

“Resuscitation attempts continued 
but unfortunately nothing could be 
done to save the man and he was con¬ 
firmed dead shortly after arriving at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital.”

DAVID Cameron’s fearless, forthright 
and strident demands for a reformed EU. 
What do we want? Not a lot, really. When 
do we want it? No rush, honestly. 

SO Farewell, Downton Abbey, with its 
sugary depiction of warm-hearted aristos 
and loyal, forelock- tugging staff. Every¬ 
body knew their place and all the servants 
got lots of time off for teaching, sitting 
exams or running a B&B. Maybe in some 
stately homes life was as jolly and easy as 
that. All I can contribute is that when I was 
born both my parents were in service at 
a grand house in Lancashire and if it was 
such a lovely experience, how come I was 
in my 40s before they told me about it? 

A NUMBER have emailed to say, half¬ 
way through November, you’re already 
sick of Christmas adverts. That’s because 
you are sweet, sentimental old things who 
cling to the belief that Christmas is a sa¬ 
cred event towards the end of December. 
It is actually a three-month festival, encom¬ 
passing Diwali, Halloween, Thanksgiving, 
Black Friday and Putting the Clocks Back. 
It ends on December 25 and is followed by 
Boxing Day, when we all start wearing our 
poppies again, and New Year’s Eve when 
we make ourselves sick with Easter eggs. 

TRUST the historian, not the politicians. 
On the issue of migration, Sir Max Hast¬ 
ings stood head and shoulders above the 
rest of the panel on Radio 4’s Any Ques¬ 
tions. He described “a vast swathe of hu¬ 
manity from Africa and the Middle East 
who see what we have in our society and 
they do not have” and are making their 
way to Europe.

A READER fresh back from a driv¬ 
er-awareness course tells me he learned 
two things. Firstly, the speed limit on dual 
carriageways is generally 70mph, not 
60mph as he thought. Secondly, the gan¬ 
try speed lights on motorways are only a 
recommendation, not mandatory. In short, 
he says, “the speed-awareness course 
actually made me aware of when I can go 
faster.”

HOSPITAL care for children 
and families in Sandwell is 
a first-class example for 
others across the country 
to follow, according to a 
new report. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission rated 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust’s care for children, 
young people and families as 
outstanding. 

The service provides care across 
Sandwell, Wednesbury, West Brom¬ 
wich, Smethwick, Oldbury, Rowley 
Regis and Tipton. 

Group director for women and 
child health, Amanda Geary, said 
she was delighted with the health 
watchdog’s findings and insisted the 
trust will not rest on its laurels but 
keep striving to get better. 

A CQC inspection of the whole 
trust last year found it required im¬ 
provement. “This illustrates what I 
know our staff do every single day,” 
Mrs Geary said. 

Quality 

“Not only that but it also demon¬ 
strates to our families that the care 
they receive from us is of a really 
high quality. 

“We can’t be complacent - this is 
an assessment at a point in time and 
reflects what we’ve been doing and 
are currently doing. The challenge 
now is to maintain it and take that 
good practice across other speciali¬ 
ties we have in the organisation. 

“We want every service to be up 
to a high level, but all services have 
different challenges. There’s been 
an awful lot of work done following 
the trust-wide inspection. We’ve 
taken a good look at that previous 
visit and [inspections] provide an 
opportunity to hold a mirror up and 
see what we’re doing.” 

It was rated outstanding overall 
and in the categories for care, re¬ 
sponsiveness and leadership - with 
good ratings for safety and effec¬ 
tiveness.

THE iconic Chance Brothers Glassworks factory in 
Smethwick is to be the subject of a major research pro¬ 
ject thanks to funding secured from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund. 

More than £48,000 has been granted to the charity 
Made to oversee the 18-month project which will look 
at the impact of the factory on the region by conducting 
history talks, school workshops and a new website. 

Chance Brothers Glassworks, on Spon Lane in Smeth¬ 
wick, was globally renowned for its glass products, which 
ranged from homewares to the windows for the Houses 
of Parliament and the original Crystal Palace. 

The firm went on to specialise in optics, creating a 
new lamp for lighthouses which revolutionised global 
maritime and shipping. 

Along with a largely derelict seven storey building ad¬ 
jacent to the M5 at junction one - the heritage of the 
company is now all that remains, but at one time the 


site covered 30 acres. Made is looking to collate all the 
information relating to Chance into one central, pub¬ 
licly accessible archive to ensure the legacy is retained 
and remembered for use in arts, events and educational 
projects. 

Sally Robertshaw, community programmes manager 
at Made, said: “We are delighted to have secured this 
funding from Heritage Lottery Fund for Chance Broth¬ 
ers Glassworks: Everyone’s Story.” 

In addition, a series of walks and talks as well as a 
heritage open day and family activity day will be held to 
engage the local community in what is a crucial part of 
their region’s history. 

The events will be held in pubs, cafes, markets and 
parks in order to keep them aimed at a non-academic 
audience. The first is to be held on November 24 at the 
Brasshouse in Smethwick and is a chance to hear about 
the project and how to get involved.

End, Rowley Regis, also faces a £592 
bill after failing to clean up after his 
dog at Britannia Park on August 5, 
2015. He also failed to attend. Mag¬ 
istrates ordered him to pay a £220 
fine, £200 costs, a £150 criminal court 
charge and £22 victim surcharge. 

Paul Lyn-Kew, aged 48, of Ruskin 
Avenue, Rowley Regis, attended court 
and admitted not cleaning up after 
his dog at Britannia Park on 26 April 
2015. Magistrates imposed a condi¬ 
tional discharge for 12 months and 
ordered him to pay £200 costs, a £150 
criminal court charge and a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

All the hearings took place on No¬ 
vember 3.

Mrs Stevens, 52, can be heard re¬ 
monstrating with the driver, but they 
simply swerve around her before con¬ 
tinuing on his journey. 

She said: “I realised it was travel¬ 
ling the wrong way so I stood in the 
middle of the road shouting at him. 

“I managed to get my camera out 


and I thought he was going to stop 
but he must have seen a gap because 
he skimmed straight passed me and 
carried on.” 

The 52-year-old, who lives in West 
Bromwich, has kept horses in a field 
of Old Newton Road for 20 years. 

She said the road was changed to 
a one-way system after two horses 
were killed by a drink-driver a few 
years ago. 

But she claimed it was now an even 
worse situation for horse riders, cy¬ 
clists and pedestrians because no-one 
was expecting cars to be travelling 


in both directions down a one-way 
street. 

She said: “This has happened be¬ 
fore and I think the road signs need 
to be clearer. 

“There is just one small sign ex¬ 
plaining it is 20mph road too. 

“I don’t know if sat navs are send¬ 
ing them the wrong way or people are 
confused because it used to be a two- 
way street.” 

Mrs Stevens said she had joined 
members of Sandwell Valley Riding 
Centre to get extra safety measures 
added after the horses were killed. 


Phone row killer is 
locked up for 25 years 


A KILLER has been locked up for 25 
years for the murder of a teenager 
who was stabbed to death after a 
row over a mobile phone. 

Sheriff Mbye was with friends Rakeem 
Riley and Omar Robinson in Birmingham 
on a shopping trip to Northfield to alleged¬ 
ly buy fishing knives. 

But the tragedy unfolded after a chance en¬ 
counter with another man, Montel Stephens, 
aged 18. Sheriff had bought a second-hand 
phone from Stephens 
sometime before but 
wanted his money back. 

Police say the pair had 
fought over the deal. On 
the day of the tragedy, at 
around 5pm on April 17, 
Sheriff was walking along 
Bristol Road South with 
Riley and Robinson when 
they spotted Stephens. 

A scuffle broke out and 
Stephens ran across the 
road, while the other three 
ran back to a white Audi, 
parked nearby and drove 
around the corner into 
Lockwood Road. 

Det Insp Jim Munro, 
from West Midlands Police 
CID, said: “Mbye jumped 
out of the car and the fight¬ 
ing continued. Stephens 
was armed with a knife and 
CCTV captured him lunging at Mbye. 

“One of the recently purchased knives was 
used to injure Stephens, who ran back to the 
barber shop and collapsed on the floor, after 
dumping his knife and a pair of latex gloves. 

“A member of the public administered first 
aid. Mbye, sadly, was not so fortunate. Riley 
bundled him into the Audi and Robinson drove 
him to hospital, where he died.” On Monday, 
Stephens, 19 of William Savage Way, Smeth¬ 
wick, was found guilty of murder. Yesterday, he 
was jailed for life and told he will serve a mini¬ 
mum of 25 years. 

Riley, 19 of no fixed address and 21-year-old 
Robinson, of Rann Close, Lady wood, were found 
guilty of aiding and abetting and will serve a 
minimum 20 years and 22 years. They were 
also convicted of wounding with intent against 
Stephens.

Then there is Alfie Deyes, who report¬ 
edly has 4.1 million subscribers to his 
Pointless Blog which, to be fair, does ex¬ 
actly what it says on the tin. His young 
fans hang on his every word while he 
covers subjects such as why he loves his 
cactus, and how the speakers on his hi-fi 
system are ‘sick’.

Valley sets scene for 
dramatic emergency

Preparing for the worst, emer¬ 
gency services put themselves 
through the paces at Sandwell 
Valley. JOHN SCOTT reports 


BARELY two weeks after a Russian 
plane plummeted out of the sky, 
West Midlands emergency servic¬ 
es staged a mock crash of a jet 
brought down by terrorists. 

Fifteen appliances crewed by over 70 
firefighters - none of whom had prior 
knowledge of the nature of the exercise 
-rushed to the scene to discover that 
an aircraft with 80 passengers had bro¬ 
ken up in mid air and the wreckage was 
strewn over a wide area of Sandwell Val¬ 
ley Country Park. 

A technical rescue squad and a water res¬ 
cue team from the Hereford and Worcester 
fire service and West Midland technical rescue 
squad were also scrambled to the scene. 

To make matters worse it had come down 
in and around Swan Pool where a group of 
schoolchildren were taking part in an orien¬ 
teering course at the time of the tragedy. 

Wounded 

Police from the Midland Regional Tactical 
Training Unit who specialise in disaster victim 
identification and public order training were 
joined by colleagues from the Operational Sup¬ 
port Group and other officers. 

They helped scour the area for survivors, set 
up a cordon to keep out the public and helped 
put names to the dead and injured. 

A member of a fire crew from Birmingham 
International Airport arrived with details of 
the people and cargo on board the doomed jet. 

Council staff were on hand to arrange 
emergency accommodation for the walking 
wounded while the environmental agency 
were also represented. 

The role of the 100 casualties were played by 
young firefighters and air cadets. 

One injured man was stuck 20 feet up a tree 


while others were stranded on an island in the 
middle of the lake, or fighting for life in the 
water. 

Several dummies and fake body parts also 
littered the ground along with a plane seat 
with the remains of the pilot still sitting in it 
and pieces of wreckage. 

West Midlands fire service organises around 
100 exercises a year but only a handful are as 
large as the mock plane crash that was dubbed 
Exercise Up In The Air. 

Crew Commander Wayne Turner from 
West Bromwich fire station who helped set it 
up said: “It took months to organise during 
which we had to meet with the other agencies 
involved as well as source and locate equip¬ 
ment.” 

West Bromwich station commander Andy 


Rainey, who assessed the exercise, declared 
afterwards: “All those who took part got out 
of it what they wanted. 

“It is important that we are prepared to deal 
with a plane being brought down by terrorists 
over the West Midlands, especially in the cur¬ 
rent climate. 

“The bomb on the Russian passenger plane 
brings home the importance of us being fully 
trained and prepared to deal with a similar 
incident. 

Dramatic 

“The public are relying on us to be able to 
support them and rescue them if it ever hap¬ 
pens and practice makes perfect.” 

It is the latest dramatic emergency training 
exercise staged by crews in the region. 


Earlier this month, a scenario was created 
where a driver had lost control of a car and it 
had run through a hedge, down a bank and fin¬ 
ished up on a railway track near Bridgnorth. 

Then a train had hit the vehicle, pushing it 
hundred of yards along the track, before the 
train managed to stop. 

By the time the emergency services arrived 
at the scene, there were multiple casualties in 
the car and on the train, with a fire also having 
broken out in one of the carriages. 

The exercise was staged at Eardington Halt, 
on the Severn Valley Railway line, about one 
and a half miles outside of Bridgnorth. 

The car and train were carefully put in posi¬ 
tion on the track and then the people playing 
the casualties took their places in the vehicles. 
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Fracking is a backward step to take 


FOR a journalist of his stature, Chris 
Moncrieffs remarks about fracking 
are remarkably shallow. In his col¬ 
umn he compared would-be frackers 
to ‘Victorian entrepreneurs’, suggest¬ 
ing they represent a second Industrial 
Revolution and that ‘niggles’ should be 
brushed aside. 

There are lots of problems with this 
superficial argument. Firstly, we no 
longer regard the things that were 
sacrificed in the first Industrial Revo¬ 
lution as ‘niggles’, unless you happen 
to see public health or the right to a 
decent education or working conditions 
as ‘niggles’. 

Secondly, Victorian pioneers were 
deploying what was then cutting-edge 
technology whereas today renewa¬ 
ble technologies are cutting-edge and 


fracking is a backward step. Thirdly, 
fracking is being foisted on the public 
in the context of a body of knowledge 
about climate change and an under¬ 
standing that our climate is heading 
towards a tipping point. 

Fourthly, the people behind frack¬ 
ing are corporate employees who work 
for trans-nationals or offshoots of 
trans-nationals. Their main aim is to 
maximize return on the investment of 
shareholders. 

Ways of achieving this include the 
manipulation of governments in order 
to get tax breaks, suppress competition 
and rig the so-called free market. 

Now the only things standing be¬ 
tween us and fracking are our coun¬ 
cils. In a recent test case Lancashire 
Council voted not to allow fracking 


after councillors were swayed by the 
strength of public opinion. Cuadrilla 
is now amassing an army of lawyers 
and threatening to sue and bankrupt 
the council.For all I know, some of 
these company bosses may be personal 
friends of Mr Moncrieff but they are no 
friend to local democracy. 

But then neither, on the evidence of 
his comments, is Mr Moncrieff.

Academy is told it must do 
better in wake of inspection

THIS is the scene after dozens of tyres 
were dumped at the side of a Wednes¬ 
bury road which has been dogged by 
fly-tipping for a number of years. 

Around to 70 to 80 tyres were first 
spotted in a lay-by in Potters Lane on 
November 6, with local businesses be¬ 
lieving this is the second time in three 
months tyres have been left on that 
stretch of the road. 

People have continuously dumped 
illegal waste, which has included rub¬ 
bish, wooden sheds, kitchen cookers 
and gas bottles. Charlie Jolley, aged 


78, has run nearby firm Coachcraft 
for 44 years, flagging up fly-tipping a 
number of times this year alone. 

Mr Jolley, from Cannock, said: 
“This isn’t just a one-off occurrence. 
It’s been happening for years and I re¬ 
ally feel something needs to be done to 
tackle the issue. 

“I came into work Saturday morning 
and saw a big bunch of tyres dumped 
once again in that lay-by. 

“It should be a big concern, as all it 
takes is some mindless people to walk 
by and set it alight, it’s dangerous. 


“Not only is it dangerous but fly-tip- 
ping creates such an eyesore and it’s 
not something I want right next to my 
business.” 

Back in September council bosses 
said the issue of fly tipping was a 
‘huge problem’ for authorities across 
the Black Country, but were working 
hard to tackle the issue. 

There were 3,830 reports of fly 
tipping in Sandwell in 2014 - up 55 
per cent from 2,462 three years be¬ 
fore. The cost has also rocketed from 
£146,516 in 2012 to £236,015 in 2014. 


ONE of Sandwell’s biggest schools has been told it needs to 
do better after Ofsted inspectors found leaders had failed to 
drive through improvements since their previous visit. 

The Oldbury Academy was given a ‘requires improvement’ rating following 
an inspection on September 23. The school was rated grade three across the 
board in the key areas of leadership and management, quality of teaching, 


learning and assessment, personal dev 
outcomes and study programmes. 

The 1,620-pupil school in Pound 
Road received the same overall grade 
after its previous visit from the watch¬ 
dog in September 2013. 

A report noted that leaders had not 
ensured that the quality of teaching 
was high across the academy. 

The most able pupils did not always 
reach their potential because work 
was too easy, the reports said, while 
disadvantaged students did not always 
catch up with other students quickly 
enough. Some work was marked inac¬ 
curately by teachers, the report said. 

It added: “Others do not use assess¬ 
ment information effectively to plan 
work which is pitched at the right level 
for students. 

“Students sometimes make mis¬ 
takes that go unchecked in lessons. 
Others are not moved on to harder 
work quickly enough.” 

In his report lead inspector Richard 
Sutton also noted that attendance was 
low at times, particularly among dis¬ 
advantaged students. 

“Too many students miss too much 
school,” he wrote. “While there are 
signs that attendance is improving, it 
is too low for disadvantaged students. 

“This is a very important reason 
why these students do not always 
catch up with others quickly enough.” 

He added: “Students do not always 
show good attitudes to learning, par¬ 
ticularly when teaching is not good.”

Parking fees 
to come in for 
valley visitors 

VISITORS will be charged to park at 
Sandwell Valley Country Park for the 
first time after councillors agreed to 
bring in the new measures. 

Parking has always been free at the 
West Bromwich attraction but visitors 
could now find themselves paying £2 
if they want to stay for more than 
four hours. Sandwell Council said the 
change was necessary to ensure funds 
could be generated for the upkeep of 
the site and new attractions including 
a restaurant,. 

The move is expected to make 
£200,000 but the council insists the 
money will be used only for the main¬ 
tenance of the park. The council’s cab¬ 
inet, chaired by leader Darren Cooper, 
approved the changes on Wednesday. 

Visitors will be charged 40p for an 
hour, 80p for two hours, £1.20 for 
three hours and £1.60 for four hours. 
Anything above four hours will cost 
£2. The charges will apply between 
9am and 6pm. Parking after 6pm will 
be free.

Bogus RSPCA officers 
in theft of three dogs

THREE dogs - including 
one carrying a litter of pups 
- have been stolen from a 
house by thieves posing as 
RSPCA officers. 

The bogus officials took the 
Yorkshire Terriers from the home 
in Blandford Road, Quinton. 

Two smartly-dressed men turned up 
at the property claiming to be investi¬ 
gating neglect allegations. 

The men took a nine-month-old 
puppy from the kitchen and her two- 
year-old parents, who are expecting a 
litter in less than a month’s time, from 
the garden. 

Removing 

Investigating officer Dc Stewart 
McLaughlin, urged people to to be vigi¬ 
lant if any puppies are sold in the area. 

“They purported to be from the 
RSPCA’s neglect team and suggested 
the dogs ‘looked in a bad way’ before 
removing them from the house,” he 
said. “We’ve made enquiries with the 
RSPCA and none of their officials were 
sent to the address so it’s clear they’ve 
targeted the house in order to steal the 
dogs. It’s not clear if they made their 
escape in a car so I’d ask for any wit¬ 


nesses to contact me - and if anyone 
has seen the dogs or offered them for 
sale I’d like to hear from them.” 

The men are both white and be¬ 
lieved to be in their late 30s or 40s. 

One is described as 5ft 6ins tall, 
muscular build with blonde-brown 
shaved hair, while the other was taller, 
around 6ft, with short black hair. 

The dogs are black and tan in col¬ 
our; one has a black and grey tail while 
the bitch has an all-black tail. 

RSPCA spokesman Amy De-Keyzer 
said: “It is of great concern that there 
would appear to be individuals posing 
as RSPCA inspectors in the Birming¬ 
ham area and we would appeal to an¬ 
yone with further information about 
bogus RSPCA inspectors to contact 


their local police. “The RSPCA wants 
to reassure the public that all official 
RSPCA inspectorate officers carry 
proof of ID which will be shown on 
request. 

“Anyone who has suspicions about a 
caller at their door is urged not allow 
access to their property or animals 
and to contact the police as a matter 
of priority. 

“We are very sorry to hear about the 
theft of these dogs which must be in¬ 
credibly distressing for the owner. We 
hope they are found soon and will help 
the police with their investigations 
as much as we can.”

Children's 
services 
warning 
by expert 

A CHILDREN’S safety expert in Sandwell 
has warned that serious improvements still 
need to be made to ensure the protection of 
youngsters in the borough. 

John Harris, independent chairman of Sandwell 
Safeguarding Children Board, reaffirmed the chal¬ 
lenge facing authorities in a new report. 

His root-and-branch re¬ 


view concluded ‘substantial 
challenges remain for the 
overall effectiveness of safe¬ 
guarding in Sandwell’. 

The challenges are not 
just centred on Sandwell 
Council’s children’s services 
department - which was 
ranked inadequate by Of- 
sted earlier this year - but 
other partner organisations 
including the police and 
child and adolescent mental 
health services. 

Mr Harris said: “The past 
year has seen significant 
progress in improving safe¬ 
guarding arrangements in 
Sandwell, with the board 
itself beginning to deliver 
its own statutory responsi¬ 
bilities more effectively. We 
have a robust and cohesive 
safeguarding model with 
strong commitment from 
partner agencies to prior¬ 
itise keeping children in

Sandwell safe. Nevertheless, 
the board’s annual report 
shows that there are contin¬ 
uing challenges for the local 
authority, police and health 
to improve the quality and 
consistency of practice, and 
to work in a co-ordinated 
way.” 

According to the report, 
significant areas of weak¬ 
ness remain in the coun¬ 
cil’s children’s services, 
while there are ‘substantial 
concerns’ about child and 
adolescent mental health 
services. Praise is reserved 
for the efforts of the NHS, 
with Mr Harris reporting 
‘there were examples of 
good practice in all services 
reviewed and a strong in¬ 
frastructure in the CCG to 
lead and oversee safeguard¬ 
ing and health support for 
looked after children’.”

LEADING detectives have been 
awarded for their efforts in catching a 
former special constable who poisoned 
colleagues at a care home in West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

Detective Chief Inspector Michaela 
Kerr and her team were commended 
for their ‘teamwork and tenacity’ and 
bagged the Detective Investigation of 
the Year award. The team were rec¬ 
ognised for their efforts in Operation 
Palace, which was the investigation 
into Melissa Swift, who tried to poison 
her colleagues at a care home in West 
Bromwich. 

Members of the team attended the 


Police Federation’s National Detec¬ 
tives’ Forum held in Wales. Swift 
pleaded guilty in February to three 
counts of attempted murder after an 
investigation into her conduct at Gold¬ 
field Court. 

The former police volunteer further 
admitted making threats to kill after 
posting anonymous letters smeared 
with blood to two other victims includ¬ 
ing her older sister. 

Birmingham Crown Court was told 
Swift remained in custody awaiting 
sentence.lt comes after Pc Adam Koch 
and Pc Jean Stevens were honoured 
were recognised with a national award 


at the Police Bravery Awards cere¬ 
mony in central London recently. 

Pc Adam Koch managed to wrestle 
Mohamoud Elmi to the ground de¬ 
spite suffering serious wounds, while 
Pc Jean Stevens arrested the attacker. 

The pair had been dispatched to re¬ 
ports of a disturbance at the Madrassa 
Qasim U1 Uloom centre on June 15, 
2013 after two worshippers were at¬ 
tacked. 

Elmi, of Washwood Heath, was 
found not guilty by reason of his insan¬ 
ity after a trial in February last year. 
He was detained indefinitely under the 
Mental Health Act.

Bill’s not in 
limbo now 


WHEN asked to describe his new show, Limboland, which 
plays Wolverhampton’s Civic Hall tonight (Thu), Bill Bailey 
says: “It’s about when things don’t pan out the way you want 
them to. That’s a rich seam comedically, the gap between 
how we imagine our lives to be and how they really are.” 

The show has proved a great hit, wowing audiences in Aus¬ 
tralia, New Zealand, Singapore and Hong Kong and across 
the UK, with tonight’s show the second consecutive perfor¬ 
mance in Wolverhampton. 

“It’s a bit different to previous shows in as much as it’s 
more focused on personal accounts which is quite daunting 
at first,” he said. “I do a lot of political stuff and tell stories 
about my family holidays that go wrong, and travels in the 
Arctic and jungle.” 

He gives an example: “I had this desire to take my whole 
family to see the Northern Lights, so I persuaded them all to 
come to Norway. I had a vision of how it was going to be, a 
transcendent experience, shushing beautifully through the 
snow then all standing in a wood surrounded by Sami tribes¬ 
men looking at the Northern Lights overhead. 

“Instead we were on a white knuckle ride in the dark on a 
dogsled pulled by baying hounds and it was very scary. People 
were screaming. My wife’s father fell off the back of the sled 
and I thought he was a goner. It was January, minus 22 and 
bitterly cold. 

“And it was all my idea. All the time I was thinking ‘why 
didn’t we just watch a documentary about the Northern 
Lights?’ At the same time, a little bit of you is thinking, if 
everyone survives, this is going in the show.” 


Soraya is razor 
sharp as Johanna 


IN the world of musical thea¬ 
tre, there are few singers as 
exciting as Soraya Mafi. 

In 2014, she won the Maggie Teyte 
Prize, and this year took second in the 
Kathleen Ferrier Awards and was the 
winner in the 2015 Royal Overseas 
League. Make no mistake, Mafi is a 
major new talent. 

The former shop assistant from 
Bury graduated from the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Music, and can now be seen 
as the tragic Johanna when Welsh 
National Opera bring Stephen Sond¬ 
heim’s Sweeney Todd to Birmingham 
Hippodrome from tonight (Thu) to 
Saturday. 

Mali’s credits have included roles in 
Peter Grimes, II re pastore, Pirates of 
Penzance, The Mikado and Dido and 
Aeneas (for BBC Radio 3), not to men¬ 
tion the title role Arianna in Creta at 
the London Handel Festival plus roles 
in WNO’s productions of I Puritani 
and Orlando earlier this week. 

She stars alongside baritone David 
Arnsperger as Sweeney Todd and 
Scottish soprano Janis Kelly as Mrs 
Lovett in the gory Victorian story up¬ 
dated to the 1970s. 

“It’s a wonderful story,” she says. 
“Sweeney Todd has come back from 
being abroad, having been banished, 
and he is seeking revenge on Judge 
Turpin. When he returns, he discov¬ 
ers that his daughter, Johanna, who 
I play, is being held captive. 

“She’s a teenage girl, aged 16 or 17. 
She’s been stuck in her bedroom read¬ 
ing for years and questions whether 
her existence is normal. She’s strug¬ 
gling with life and asking how she can 
cope with it. She ends up at an asylum

and shoots the guy who runs it. It is 
all action, from beginning to end.” 

Mafi has an operatic background 
but has enjoyed the switch to musical 
theatre. “I’ve faced bigger challenges 
than this, vocally-speaking. But in 
terms of energy levels, it’s up there. 
Johanna is always on the edge. 


“It’s very different to what I’m used 
to. In general, as an opera singer, 
you are primarily thinking about the 
sound that you are creating. But with 
musical theatre, it has to come from 
the emotion of the story. You have 
to not be afraid to express sorrow or 
happiness.”

Veal meat again, I trust

Seeking comfort food on a 
chilly night? LEIGH SANDERS 
checks out Bellagio Ristorante 
Italiano in West Bromwich 

THROUGHOUT history, the ‘gate’ 
scandals have gripped the world 
with their memorable breaches of 
normal accepted behaviour. 

While not exactly matching Watergate for its 
shock value, for my pal and I no meal will be 
the same pass without mention of... Vealgate. 

It was a cold, dark evening when we ven¬ 
tured to Bellagio, tucked away in a corner of 
West Bromwich, so hearty, warm food was 
definitely called for. 

Good things had been said about the res¬ 
taurant. Although we had never been before, 
Italian places always give big portions, right? 

Upon arrival, it ticked a lot of boxes. As there 
is also a hotel on-site the parking is ample; you 
should be able to find a space here no matter 
what day you visit. 

On entering the restaurant, the positivity 
continues. Inside it is beautifully decorated 
with a modern feel and a touch of class. 

Courteous 

A few of the light fittings seem an odd choice, 
but the warm atmosphere is welcoming - espe¬ 
cially when the weather outside is grim. 

The staff are well-dressed, polite and courte¬ 
ous and add little touches such as taking your 
coats and offering menu recommendations. 

We took a little while to decide on our food 
as the menu is vast but they didn’t hurry or 
pester and left us to it. 

The menu is pretty fish-heavy and offers up 
some interesting options. One of these grabbed 
my friend’s attention straight away. Sound¬ 
ing like a spell straight out of Harry Potter’s 
World, she opted for avocado diverso - the 
superfood fruit served with crab meat, Marie 
Rose sauce, smoked trout, horseradish and 


sun-blushed tomatoes. We wondered if you 
shouted the ‘avocado diverso’ at the waiter he 
may turn into some sort of amphibian wearing 
a bow tie. But alas, he just greeted the request 
with one of those warm smiles and jotted our 
order down on his notepad as if we hadn’t 
been the first buffoons to try such a stunt. 

My friend found the dish a little flavourless, 
which was a shame. It was full of contrast¬ 
ing textures and certainly looked great, but 
she thought it a little bland and had expected 
more given its colourful name and description. 

I chose the the prosciutto Caprese consist¬ 
ing of Parma ham, buffalo mozzarella in basil 
sauce, served with sun- dried tomatoes. The 
cool flavour, and indeed temperature, of the 
mozzarella pearls offset the salty tang of the 
ham. Although my enjoyment was dampened 
slightly by my friend’s insistence that the 


cheese looked like the nether-regions of a 
sheep, I thought it tasted great and they were 
the highlight of the dish. 

Then came Vealgate. Having had a fish- 
based starter, my friend decided she wanted 
something different for her main. 

Browsing the menu, the waiter and I tried 
to offer up helpful suggestions until some¬ 
thing caught her eye. 

“Veal is usually really nice,” I said. “Why 
don’t you try that?” The reply seemed confi¬ 
dent enough: “Sure,” she said. 

So then we discussed why a lot of people 
don’t really like veal because of what it is and 
where it comes from. 

“What do you mean?” came the quizzical re¬ 
sponse. “Well, it is baby cow and not everyone 
likes that.” Her jaw hit the table with such 
force I thought the sturdy furniture would 


snap in two. “Baby cow? I thought veal was 
deer.” Her face turned a shade of red that 
matched the decorative bottles of wine, as she 
sheepishly admitted she had been thinking of 
venison 

The saltimbocca alia Romana was described 
as veal scallops cooked in white wine and gar¬ 
nished with Parma ham and sage. When it ar¬ 
rived, we found out that it was literally just a 
plate of veal. A few leaves had been added for 
effect, but the dish was one dimensional. It 
tasted good though. The veal was tender and, 
as with my starter, the Parma ham added a 
salty backdrop to the dish. Luckily, we had 
added French fries on the side. 

I had the penne polio gamberetti - penne 
pasta topped with prawns and diced chicken 
in a cream sauce. It certainly was creamy; the 
thick texture of the sauce managed to retain 


its heat and warm me up as I ate. The prawns 
were a little bland, but the chicken was beauti¬ 
ful and, overall the dish was really good. 

We weren’t quite done yet and I was de¬ 
termined to find something my friend would 
love before heading home. She’s no fussy eater 
by any means, but had just made the wrong 
choices that evening. 

Dessert was our final chance to put things 
right. Fortunately, the caramel budino hit the 
spot. It was packed with contrasting textures 
and flavours and was a ‘happy conclusion’ to 
her meal out. The white chocolate and fruit 
floret went down equally well on my side of the 
table. 

Overall it would be harsh to mark Bellagio 
down based on the personal preferences of 
one diner as one of us had fully enjoyed the 
evening, the other had made bad choices.

British turkey triumph

CABARET fans are in for a 
treat when entertainer Joe 
Longthorne performs a spe¬ 
cial one-off show at the Black 
Country town’s Woodman 
Corner venue on Friday, De¬ 
cember 4. 

Having successfully battled can¬ 
cer twice, the 60-year-old singer is 
making a comeback and saying 
thanks for landlord Steve Flood’s 
support and friendship which de¬ 
veloped during his ill health. 

The pub is a favourite with Albion 
fans and even has a Jeff Astle VIP 
lounge named after The Hawthorns’ 
hero.

However he suffered a relapse in 
the summer and has been undergoing 
more intensive treatment. 

But the Hull-born former Roma¬ 
ny has not forgotten the support and 
friendship of the West Bromwich pub¬ 
lican and will be bringing his show “An 
Evening With Joe Longthorne,” to the 
Woodman Corner as a thank you. 

It is the singer’s second visit to the 
venue. He performed a sell-out show in 
June after cancelling a concert planned 


for the previous month because of ill 
health. 

Steve said: “I first saw Joe perform 
some years ago and as a showman 
he is absolutely amazing. I have con¬ 
tinued to keep in touch throughout the 
years and I could not believe it when he 
agreed to come to the Woodman Cor¬ 
ner to do a show. 

“He had such a great time when he 
visited us before he agreed to come 
back to bring his latest show to the pub 
as a thank you. 

“It will be a packed house and it’s 
a great honour for a local pub to host 
such a big showbiz name.” 

Longthorne is now on the mend af¬ 


ter a punishing spell of treatment and 
combining a busy work schedule with 
some rest and recuperation. 

The singer is a regular visitor to the 
West Midlands. He performed a come¬ 
back show at Birmingham’s Alexandra 
Theatre in January and has also per¬ 
formed at Wednesbury Town Hall. He 
will return to the town hall for a sell-out 
show the night before his Woodman 
Corner appearance in December. 

Landlord Steve, who also owns the 
nearby Globe Inn, said: “There are still 
a few tickets left for the show. But many 
of the people who came to Joe’s earlier 
performance are returning to see him 
again.”

So all you need to do, is mull 
over which delicious flavourings 
and garnishes to add to make it 
the best meal ever. Why not exper¬ 
iment with this Christmas cracker, 
created by top food blogger Gour¬ 
met Mum! 

This delicious, juicy roast turkey 
cooked in a citrus herby butter topped 
with smoked bacon and sage serves 
eight to 10 people and takes three 
hours cooking time and 30 minutes 
prep. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 4.5 kg British turkey, fresh or thor¬ 
oughly defrosted if previously frozen 

• Salt and ground black pepper to 
taste 

• 150g softened unsalted butter 

• 4 clementines, finely zested and 
halved 

• 2 tablespoons sage leaves, finely 
chopped 

• 3 garlic bulbs, two left whole 
with outer skin removed, one with two 
cloves peeled and crushed and re¬ 
maining cloves bashed in their skins 

• 12 rashes of streaky smoked ba¬ 
con 

• Few sprigs of rosemary (optional) 

METHOD: Allow the turkey to 

come to room temperature before 
cooking. Season it well inside and out 
with salt and black pepper. 

Pre-heat the oven to 180C/160C fan/ 
gas mark 4. Blend the butter with the 
clementine zest, the two tablespoons 
of chopped sage and cloves of crushed 


garlic. Add salt and pepper to taste and 
blend well again. 

Lift the turkey skin away from the 
meat taking care not to tear it. Push all 
but two tablespoons of the flavoured 
butter under the skin, pushing it back 
as far as possible under the skin to¬ 
wards the neck cavity. 

Smooth the skin to create an even 
layer of herb butter under the skin. 
Brush the remaining butter all over the 
outside of the turkey. 

Arrange the bacon over the breast 
of the turkey in a criss-cross formation. 
Carefully push several sage leaves un¬ 
der the bacon and the turkey, so half 
the leaf is exposed and half is under the 
bacon. 

Place two clementine halves in the 
cavity with the remaining sage, bashed 
garlic cloves and a few rosemary sprigs 
if using. 

Truss the turkey by wrapping string 
around leg joints, then around the par¬ 
sons nose, under the bird and up over 
the wings. Tie securely where the legs 
cross over. 


Weigh the turkey and calculate the 
cooking time at 20 minutes per kg plus 
90 minutes. For a 4.5kg turkey this 
will be three hours. Put the turkey in a 
roasting tin along with the remaining 
clementines and whole garlic bulbs. 

Cover the tray tightly with tin-foil 
making sure there’s a slight gap be¬ 
tween the turkey and the foil. Place in 
the pre-heated oven. 

After 90 minutes, uncover the turkey 
and baste it in its juices before re-cov¬ 
ering and returning to the oven. If you 
have a very large turkey you may want 
to baste a second time during the 
cooking. 

Remove foil for the final 45 minutes 
of cooking to crisp skin. 

To check the turkey is cooked either 
use a meat thermometer, or, pierce at 
the thickest part with a skewer. The juic¬ 
es will run clear when it has cooked. 

Transfer the turkey to serving plate. 
Cover with a new layer of foil and a 
warm damp tea towel. Leave it to rest 
in a warm place for at least 30 minutes 
before carving.

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Character all of its own

Looks often deceive when it 
comes to the automotive world, 
but not when it comes to the huge 
‘shoulders’ of the latest special 
edition Moto Gruzzi Griso. 

These shoulders, bursting out from 
under the petrol tank on either side, are 
the hefty cylinders of the Guzzi’s trade¬ 
mark transverse V-twin. 

The much-improved and modernised 
1,200cc unit is the most powerful engine 
ever produced under the legendary Italian 
name. 

With HObhp and 108Nm of torque, it’s 
also up there with the most powerful of the 
air-cooled genre. 

Open the throttle and you know the Gri- 
so’s muscular looks aren’t ‘all show, no go’: 
it feels like riding a charging rhino. 

It’s a handsome piece of Italian architec¬ 
ture in its black and silver trim like 007 in a 
dinner suit - but ready for action and under¬ 
neath a bit of a brute, too. 

The £10,935 machine is as solidly built as 
its looks suggest, with huge exhausts which 
curl artistically around the bike and into the 
uniquely styled two into one exhaust at the 
rear. 

As the manifolds swing around to the left 
on the right is an oil cooler radiator which 
strangely seems to work as a piece of 
asymmetric art. 

While it has somewhat classical looks, it’s 
contrasting design elements are part of its 
appeal - from the big, round headlight at the 
front to the thoroughly thoroughly modern 
high intensity LED tail lights. 


The seat height is a fairly average 800mm, 
with the foot pegs set high, and slightly back, 
in racing style. T 

hat allows the rider to easily change posi¬ 
tion on the move but also supports a natu¬ 
ral, leaning forward position to the new and 
wider bars. 

Start the engine and the Guzzi is full over 
character. Blip the throttle and the torque 
from that big transverse twin twists under¬ 
neath you like a live animal, while at slow 
speeds it seems you can feel every ignition 
stroke, like a beating heart. 

Once the speedo starts to climb, it all 
smooths out and you can enjoy the satisfy¬ 
ing exhaust growl. 

Running 

Not that you’ll often need or want to ex¬ 
plore the higher reaches of the rev range to¬ 
wards that 7,500rpm peak power point. Most 
of the time you’re running at half that with a 
little movement of the throttle enough to in¬ 
duce a surge of acceleration, no matter what 
gear you’re in. 

Between overtaking surges it’s a big, 
comfortable cruiser, albeit one with sharper 
handling than the low rider or bagger style 
machine. 

Theoretical top speed is 140mph, but in 
practice that is more likely to be limited by 
the physical demands on the rider as the air 
pressure builds, as with other ‘naked’ bikes. 

But the Griso was constructed to perform 
as a sports machine, with a strong and stiff 
high tensile steel frame and a single-sided 
aluminium swingarm which doubles as the 
shaft drive housing. 

It turns in rapidly and the adjustable sus¬ 
pension provides a reassuringly neutral re¬ 
action through corners.

The dampers smooth out the bumpy 
bits, too. 

Braking also comes from the sports 
world with a powerful system from 
Brembo, the Formula One experts, with 
‘wave’ style discs for maximum heat dis¬ 
persion. 

This new Griso, especially in its new 


special edition colours, is something differ¬ 
ent. Stylish in a interesting combination of 
old and new. At times capable of almost 
brutal power, at others a relaxed cruiser - 
all with a bit of a raw edge imparted by its 
unique transverse V-twin. 

It’s an individual’s machine, with a char¬ 
acter all of its own.

UK market leader Ford recorded 101,598 
65-plate registrations during September and 
October, as it stretched its sales leads in total 
vehicle, car and commercial vehicles. Ford 
commercial vehicle (CV) sales are more than 
double those of its nearest rival. 

According to the official October sales figures from 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT): 

• Ford is the UK market leader in total vehicle, car and 
CV sales Fiesta is UK best-seller; Transit Custom and Transit 
first and second in CV sales 

• Transit range is second in UK total vehicle sales 

• Ford’s car sales lead increased 20 per cent, compared 
with October 2014 

• Ford has five models in the UK Top 20 - Fiesta (1st), 
Focus (4th), Transit Custom (9th), Transit (16th) and Kuga 
(18th) 

Andy Barratt, Ford of Britain chairman and managing 
director, said: “Ford is building on the strength of its core 
models in the UK market, while stretching into new seg¬ 
ments with models such as Mustang, Mondeo Vignale and 
Ford Edge. 

Exceeding 

“Fiesta is in its seventh year as the UK market leader, 
while the success of our extended Ford CV family is demon¬ 
strated by Transit range sales exceeding those of any car 

- apart from Fiesta. 

“Our strong results are a direct result of the wider range 
of these exciting new models - delivered through our 
dealer partners, who make up the strongest network in the 
UK.” 

The official figures released by the SMMT today show that 
total car sales in October were down 1.1 per cent to 177,664 
units, compared with October 2014. 

Ford car sales were 22,081, 6,190 registrations ahead of 
its nearest rival. For the year to date (end October) total UK 
car sales were 2,274,550, up 6.4 per cent compared with 
the same period in 2014. Ford car sales for this period were 
290,409, some 62,418 registrations ahead of its nearest ri¬ 
val. 

Ford is also the clear leader in retail car sales, which most 
accurately reflect the preferences of private buyers. 

For October, Ford’s retail car sales beat a shrinking retail 
market and increased 8.2 per cent, compared with October 
2014. At 13.1 per cent, Ford’s retail car sales share was 5.1 
percentage points ahead of its nearest rival, and for the year 
to date, Ford’s retail car sales share was 12.3 per cent, a 
lead of 4.2 percentage points. 

Significant 

The Ford Fiesta is the UK’s top seller and in October it 
recorded 8,577 registrations, 3,516 ahead of its nearest ri¬ 
val. With total registrations of 116,631 for the year to date, 
the Ford Fiesta is the UK best seller by a significant margin 

- 38,735 sales and 1.7 percentage points of market share 
ahead of its nearest competitor. 

Ford’s broad customer appeal across its car range is 
demonstrated by Fiesta, B-MAX, Focus, C-MAX, Kuga and 
Galaxy all occupying top three places in their respective 
market segments. 

Ford Kuga sales are at the highest level since it was 
launched with October registrations of 2,343, up 12 per 
cent, compared with October 2014, and sales for the year to 
date of 27,948, up 33.1 per cent, compared with the same 
period in 2014.

The Renault Kangoo Van range has been 
upgraded and improved, making the small 
business vehicle an ideal proposition for 
business customers. The practical, versatile 
and stylish LCV offers customers minimal 
purchase and operating costs as well as new 
trim levels and standard equipment. 

The improvements mean that there is now substan¬ 
tial standard specification across the Kangoo Van 
range with every trim level receiving DAB radio with 
Bluetooth, USB and AUX ports as standard. 

Every Kangoo Van and Kangoo Van Z.E. panel van will 
now have a full steel bulkhead separating the passenger 
and cargo compartments, providing greater safety for oc¬ 
cupants in the event of an accident whilst also ensuring that 
loads are securely located. In Crew Van Cab models, the 
bulkhead is a multi-positional feature giving owners the flex¬ 
ibility to vary passenger and cargo space. 

The new range now includes Business and Business+ 
trim levels, aligning with the Renault Trafic and Renault Mas¬ 
ter. Standard equipment also includes ECO mode, load area 
lighting, roof bar fixings, electronic stability control with hill 
start assist and Grip Xtend, electric front windows, Titanium 
upholstery, electric variable power steering, a front 12-volt 
power socket, grey side protection moulds, anti-lock brakes 
with electronic brake force distribution, a driver’s airbag a 
height-adjustable driver’s seat, deadlocks, the Renault an¬ 
ti-intruder device and remote central locking. 

On top of the above standard equipment, the Kangoo Van 
Z.E. also comes with a wall-mounted charging cable, a re¬ 
charging socket, Z.E. onboard computer, Z.E. Voice cabin 
pre-heating/pre-cooling and low rolling resistance tyres. 

All-new features specific to the Kangoo Maxi Crew Van 
and Maxi Crew Van Cab include left and right side sliding 
doors, interior side panel and an extra row of three folding 
passenger seats split one-third/two-thirds.

Payload

The same two body styles are offered with the four 
Z.E. models. Business trim is the entry point to the range re¬ 
gardless of power unit, while dCi versions also offer a high¬ 
er-specification Business-i- grade. 

There are also two ML20 models, powered by the dCi 90 
ENERGY engine, with an increased payload of 800kg in¬ 
stead of the standard 650kg. 

Alongside the newly-standard DAB radio with Bluetooth, 
USB and AUX ports, the Kangoo van range can also be or¬ 
dered with or without a CD player. 

All-electric versions now receive Renault Z.E. Voice as 
standard, which alerts pedestrians or cyclists to the vehi¬ 
cle’s approach when travelling below 18mph. 

Combustion engine and Z.E. panel vans are available 
with a choice of two different wheelbases, load bay lengths 
and cargo capacities. The standard version has a 2,697mm 
wheelbase, a load bay which can be stretched from 1,731 to 
2,502mm and a 3m3 cargo area, while for Maxi models the 
corresponding figures are 3,081mm, 2,115 to 2,886mm and 
4.0 to 4.6m3. All crew vans come in Maxi format, with the 
option of Maxi Cab specification adding the multi-positional 
bulkhead as standard. 

A year ahead of the requirement for EU6 engines, Renault 
has demonstrated its technological leadership by offering 
seven versions of the new Kangoo with dCi engines which 
already meet the new emissions standard. These dCi 75, 
dCi 90 and dCi 110 ENERGY units provide lower NOx emis¬ 
sions achieved by the addition of a NOx trap in the exhaust 
system, with no requirement for further additives. This ena¬ 
bles them to achieve maximum performance and efficiency. 

Renault’s 1.5-litre dCi turbodiesel engines are renowned 
for their smooth yet strong performance, impressive refine¬ 
ment and low fuel consumption and emissions. Regardless 
of body style or vehicle length, fuel economy is more than 
60mpg in the NEDC combined cycle for all but five versions, 
and even these achieve 56.5mpg, while C02 emissions are 
130g/km or less, and as low as 110g/km with six variants. By 
opting for a Kangoo Van Z.E., owners will reduce emissions 
to zero whilst driving, with minimal energy consumption. 

Prices for dCi models start at £13,200 plus VAT, while bat¬ 
tery-hire Z.E. versions are available from £12,994 plus VAT, 
or £16,161.15 plus VAT for full purchase.

Polestar 
upgrades 
for Volvo 
XC90 SUV

Volvo Car UK is enhancing the performance 
of its award-winning XC90 with a series of 
Polestar-developed upgrades. This is the 
first time that Polestar, Volvo’s performance 
brand, has focused its attention on the new 
seven-seat SUV. 

Known as Polestar Performance Optimisation, the 
upgrades improve the power and torque figures of 
both the D5 diesel and T6 petrol Drive-E engines, par¬ 
ticularly at medium revs where it’s most effective. 

They also make the accelerator responses even quicker, 
and alter the settings of the automatic gearbox to provide 
faster gearchanges and prevent gearshifts during rapid 
cornering, which could unsettle the car. These quicker and 
more precise responses to driver commands not only make 
the driving experience more dynamic, they ensure the car 
responds predictably during high-speed driving. 

The upgrades have been developed and designed by 
the engineers of Polestar and the racing drivers of Polestar 
Cyan Racing, the official motorsport partner to Polestar. 

Thed Bjork, reigning Scandinavian Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship (STCC) champion and Polestar Cyan Racing driver, 
said: “The new Polestar optimisation is about making the 
car more dynamic and responsive to drive. 

“We use the same philosophy as when optimising our 
race cars, to create a completely balanced package. And 
this is exactly what we have focussed on with the new-gen- 
eration optimisations for Volvo cars: powertrain optimisation 
for real-life driving.” 

Increased 

The maximum output of the D5 Drive-E engine is in¬ 
creased to 233 hp and 500 Nm of torque (up from 225 hp 
and 470 Nm), while the T6 Drive-E is boosted to 334 hp and 
440 Nm (from 320 hp and 400 Nm). 

Polestar Performance Optimisations have also been re¬ 
leased for the D4 diesel and T5 petrol Drive-E engines in 
other Volvo models. 

Like the upgrades to the D5 and T6 engines in the XC90, 
the aim is to boost medium-rev performance and to make 
the car’s entire drivetrain react more quickly and accurately 
to driver commands. 

With the Polestar Performance Optimisation, the D4 
Drive-E offers 200 hp and 440 Nm (up from 190 hp and 400 
Nm), while the output of the T5 Drive-E is raised to 253 hp 
and 400 Nm (from 245 hp and 350 Nm). 

The D4 Drive-E upgrades are available in the S60, V40, 
V40 Cross Country, V60 and XC60, and the T5 Drive-E en¬ 
hancements are offered in the V40 and V40 Cross Country. 

The price of the D4, D5*, T5 and T6 Polestar upgrades is 
£835, including VAT and fitting. 

The work can be carried out at any authorised Volvo deal¬ 
er, and should take about 30 minutes to complete. 

Nick Connor, Managing Director of Volvo Car UK, said: 
“These new Polestar Performance Optimisations make our 
cars and Drive-E engines even more dynamic and desira¬ 
ble. The combination of increased power and torque - espe¬ 
cially at medium revs - and the changes to make the entire 
drivetrain more responsive ensure that owners will really feel 
the difference these optimisations make.” 

Finally, until the end of December 2015, all model-year 
2005 to model-year 2015 all-wheel-drive Volvos can be up¬ 
graded with the Polestar Performance Optimisation at the 
discounted price of £620, saving £215. 

The Polestar upgrades do not affect the certified emis¬ 
sions and fuel consumption figures, service intervals or Vol¬ 
vo warranty cover.

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Magnificent 
MX-5 now 
even better

Cars come and go but some remain: they 
become legends in their own lifetime (and in 
some cases for long afterwards). 

Think Mini, E-Type, Land Rover and the subject of 
this test, the latest, fourth generation Mazda MX-5. 

For decades even the weather couldn’t put a damper on 
the British love affair with roadsters: not exotic and expen¬ 
sive supercars but honest two seaters which offer perfor¬ 
mance with the opportunity for wind in your hair motoring 
where ownership is at least within many people’s grasp. 

The new version, priced from £18,310, is true to the MX-5 
philosophy and, with the application of new technology and 
construction methods, it’s better than ever. It has two new, 
more efficient engines and is a whole 100kg lighter than its 
predecessor - a precursor for improved performance and 
fuel economy, lower emissions and sharper handling. 

One of the things I like about the MX-5 is that when Mazda 
came up with the concept in the late 1980s it was actually 
looking back, not forward (brave, that). The idea of a front 
engined, rear wheel drive and relatively simple roadster was 
inspired by past greats such as the Triumph Spitfire. 

At that time there was one real competitor, the Alfa Ro¬ 
meo Spider, as other car makers (and buyers) had been 
seduced away from the genre by the Gti phenomenon. The 
MX-5 soon made them think again, with the likes of the MGF, 
Toyota MR2 and Porsche Boxster hitting the showrooms. 

The new car’s sleek, purposeful shape looks as if it might 
have been the proud product of an Italian design house, 
and conceals its secrets well. It’s slightly smaller footprint 
disguises the fact that it retains the same amount of space 
for passengers and luggage as its predecessor. 

It’s also shed a lot of weight as part of Mazda’s ‘SKYACTIV’ 
principles which now feature in every one of its new cars, 
but is especially significant in a sports model. 

Efficiency 

It’s lighter, it’s stronger and more rigid thanks to the use 
of new materials and methods, while SKYACTIV also means 
re-engineering engines and gearboxes for improved effi¬ 
ciency. 

There are two engine options, both petrol, of 1,5 and 2.0 
litre capacity mated to really slick, short throw six-speed 
gearboxes. 

The 1.5 has 131 PS, boasting a 0 to 62mph time of 8.3 
seconds, an official fuel average of 47.1 mpg and a 139g/km 
C02 rating. For comparison the two litre unit’s vital statistics 
are 7.3 seconds, 40.9mpg and 161g/km. 

Both are very responsive, with convincing in-gear acceler¬ 
ation when an overtaking opportunity arises, although clear¬ 
ly the bigger block has the edge. 

Both cars are lower than their predecessor, but the 2.0 
litre also has uprated sports suspension with Bilstein damp¬ 
ers which given it an edge in handling and response, too. 

The driving experience is little short of superb. The MX-5’s 
interior is beautifully designed, with driver and passenger 
in well-shaped, supportive seats either side of the transmis¬ 
sion which places gear stick and handbrake in easy grasp. 

As well as weight loss and a stiffer body, Mazda’s engi¬ 
neers have worked hard on making the car not only handle 
even better, but more fun to drive. 

The steering rack is even quicker, providing sharp re¬ 
sponses and driver feel which is, at first sight, surprising as 
they’ve gone for an electromechanical system for the first 
time. The front wheel castor angle is increased to improve 
resistance to understeer while the electronic stability and 
traction control systems calm any tendency to wayward be¬ 
haviour at the other end 

For many, there’s nothing quite like the feel you get with 
rear wheel drive, and a perfect 50:50 front to rear weight 
distribution as in the MX-5. It’s hard to explain, but you don’t 
have to be a boy racer with a right foot flat to the floor to en¬ 
joy, and feel rewarded, as you thread the MX-5 along wind¬ 
ing B-roads. 

To someone with almost 50 years of driving behind him, it 
brings back the sheer pleasure of just driving. 

The new MX-5 retains the manually retractable fabric roof 
which most people will be able to open/close without leav¬ 
ing the driving seat. 

All versions have LED headlights and features such as 
alloy wheels electric windows and (heated) door mirrors, 
a stereo radio/CD player with connectivity package and a 
leather stearing wheel. 

Prices start at £18,495 for the 1.5 litre and £20,095 for 
the 2.0 litre model and there are three trim levels for each. 
Insurance groups range from 26E to 29E and they all come 
with a three years or 60,000 mile warranty. 

The MX-5 has been a hit from the word go, and this fourth 
generation model is no exception. British dealers took more 
than 1,000 advance orders before it officially went on sale 
and it has also chalked up a ‘Cabriolet of the Year’ title.

Own slice 
of history 
with the 
latest Jag 

By Matt Kimberley 


Here is a future piece of British automotive 
history. It’s the first time an Ian Callum-de- 
signed Jaguar has replaced an Ian Cal- 
lum-designed Jaguar, and it marks the next 
step for the car that brought about the most 
significant brand revolution of modern times. 

It’s a few millimetres shorter than before, but the 
wheelbase of the new aluminium construction is 
longer. This gives more space for passengers to en¬ 
joy the high-spec new cabin and, of course, the sig¬ 
nature Jaguar rotating air vents. 

Jaguar isn’t going to win any prizes for originality, hav¬ 
ing largely just transplanted the family face from the XJ and 
XE straight onto the new car. It’s sweetly proportioned and 
carries its bulk very well - a neat trick to pull when you can 
balance size and grace, and the XF does it better than any 
of its rivals. 

In dear old Britain, we’re going to be biased on the image 
front. It’s a British car built on these shores and, of course, 
we want to love it. 

The thing is, the product makes itself very easy to love, 
regardless of where you’re from. 

An extra 27mm of headroom for rear passengers could 
be much appreciated by some owners, despite the roof’s 
peak point resting 3mm lower than the old XF’s. A 540-litre 
boot with a wider aperture is a winner, beating each of the 
German rivals. 


Throttle 

The obvious black mark against the XF is that the interior 
materials, at least on our test cars. They are so nice that 
even taking a coffee into it is taking a risk, so if your kids 
always seem to find a way of making liquid messes, think 
twice or invest in a very good upholstery cleaner. 

Buy the 3.0-litre diesel. It’s absolutely immense, pulling 
like a train at the slightest tickle of the throttle and recording 
a laughable 1,300rpm at 70mph for epic long-leggedness 
(in top gear, 2,000rpm doesn’t arrive until 1 lOmph). 

Whether you’re on the passive standard suspension or 
the adaptive, adjustable setup, the XF shows mighty com¬ 
posure through corners, and rides well on the 20-inch 
wheels fitted to the test cars. 

You can’t escape the outright weight, despite the savings 
versus the outgoing model. It’s too close to call between this 
and a BMW 535d without a back-to-back drive. Dynamically, 
the Jag is excellent. 

The eco-friendly 2.0-litre diesel is (much) less impressive 
in terms of performance, but ticks the right boxes for running 
costs. A 104g/km version is an eye-opener. It’s just a shame 
its stop-start is so comparatively coarse. 

Depending on whether your heart really desires it or not, 
the Jag could look like excellent value. If you do want one, 
go for it and you won’t regret it. 

If you’re a die-hard BMW, Mercedes or Audi follower, 
you’ll need to get inside to see just how far the Jaguar brand 
has come. 

Prices, on the face of it, are competitive with the best of 
the rest, and that 104g/km version will turn some heads 
among company car users. 

Other than the aforementioned business types, families 
will get along famously with the XF. At almost five metres 
long, it’s no nimble town car for nipping around with the kids 
in tow, but it could serve perfectly as the family’s ‘big car’. 
Jag expects a lot of buyers to switch from other brands, and 
it’s not hard to see why once you’re in and around it. 

This car summed up in a single word: Classy 

If this car was an: action hero, it would be a Roger Moore- 
era James Bond. It’s smooth, sophisticated and high on 
class.

WE have to embrace the pressure 
- that’s the message from Wolves 
boss Kenny Jackett as they bid to 
get their flagging season back on 
track.

James Morrison has made more than 250 ap¬ 
pearances for Albion and like Brunt, joined in 
August 2007. 

“Alright big neck, just Mozza here wishing you 
all the best and congratulations on 300 appear¬ 
ances,” said the Scot.

ALBION first team coach 
Ben Garner says Saido 
Berahino’s training session this 
week was the best he’s seen 
from the striker. 

Garner joined the club just over a 
month ago and has been impressed by 
Berahino’s work ethic. 

The 22-year-old has been in to train every day 
of the international break; sometimes as the only 
player. 

“He was in all of last week, he didn’t have any 
days off so he trained every day, worked really 
hard and showed a good attitude,” said Gar¬ 
ner. “And Tuesday was the best I’ve seen him 
in a training session. He looked really sharp, he 
looked hungry.” 

Berahino missed a glorious opportunity to head 
the Baggies level at Old Trafford last time out 
and Albion boss Tony Pulis has questioned his 
fitness. 

It appears he’s working hard to rectify both 
those blemishes on his copybook. “Saido has got 
wonderful talent but it’s up to him to be in the 
peak physical condition to make the most of that 
talent,” said Garner. 

Break 

The young forward is not in the England squad 
for this particular break. But Garner reckons 
Jesse Lingard’s call up proves Roy Hodgson picks 
players on form, which could play into the strik¬ 
er’s hands come the summer. 

“It keeps all the English players motivated be¬ 
cause they know if I’m doing well I’m going to get 
an opportunity,” said the coach. “If Saido can hit 
good form here and play well and score goals then 
I’m sure he’ll be straight back in the frame for 
the England squad.” 

Meanwhile, Albion academy manager Mark 
Harrison reckons Adil Nabi is as good a finisher 
as Berahino. 

Nabi is on loan at Delhi Dynamos in the Indian 
Super League but the 21-year-old came through 
the club’s youth teams with last season’s top 
scorer, Berahino. Harrison has backed Nabi, who 
has never played for the first team, to come back 
from India and force himself into contention. 

“The interesting thing is that Saido and Adil 


have been together for years,” he said. “ As long 
as I can remember, they’ve played up front to¬ 
gether. I would say that Adil is as technically as 
good as Saido and is as good a finisher as him.” 

Playing in front of large crowds in India will 
have helped Nabi develop as a player. 

“Adil has just gone through the transition now 
of getting some experience working at first team 
level,” said Harrison. 

“When he misses a chance he’s got 20,000 peo¬ 
ple holding him to account. 

“That pressure side of it, Saido was fortunate 
that he had some loans.” 

Nabi himself reckons he will come back from 


India in December both a better player and a dif¬ 
ferent man. 

“I’m so pleased I took this opportunity because 
I can honestly say it has been fantastic,” said the 
striker. 

“It was frustrating to begin with because I had 
some visa difficulties which delayed my arrival in 
India and interrupted my preparations with the 
team. 

“But the game time is coming now and I feel I 
am doing well and making an impact.” 

Delhi are managed by Roberto Carlos and have 
marquee players such as Florent Malouda and 
John Arne Riise. 


McClean is 
keen to get 
to Euros 

JAMES McClean can’t wait for next 
summer to roll around after qualifying 
for the European Championships with 
the Republic of Ireland. 

The winger became the latest Albion 
player to reach Euro 2016 on Monday 
night with Ireland’s 2-0 second-leg win 
over Bosnia and Herzegovina in Dublin. 

It sent Martin O’Neill’s side through 
to the championships 3-1 on aggregate. 

Just like the first leg, McClean came 
on as a second-half substitute. 

“Bar my two wee ones being born, this 
is the greatest moment of my life,” said 
the 26-year-old from Derry. 

“I’m over the moon — I can’t put into 
words how proud I am. 

“I love this country and it’s just un¬ 
believable.” 

The midfielder was in the Ireland 
squad that went to Euro 2012 but only 
played a peripheral role. 

Now four years older and a regular 
player in Tony Pulis’ side, he is likely to 
feature more heavily this time around. 

For him, being part of the journey get¬ 
ting there has been just as important. 

“I was at the Euros four years ago, but 
I didn’t feel part of the team because I 
had nothing to do with the campaign,” 
he said. 

“We’ve shown that throughout, our 
never say die attitude. There’s a few 
times when it looked like we were down 
and out but we didn’t believe that. 

“We fought tooth and nail, kicked 
every ball going.” 

The combative midfielder has im¬ 
pressed Albion fans this season with his 
dogged determination up and down the 
left wing. 

McClean has joined Welsh defender 
James Chester and Northern Irish trio 
— Jonny Evans, Gareth McAuley and 
Chris Brunt — as the latest Albion 
player to reach the Euros.
